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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

• The allowed claims are 1-9.

The prior art does not show a front housing having a rear coupling side with slots cut 
through a bottom wall of a front receiving chamber and a part of the rear coupling side, a rear 
housing, a terminal holder, both the rear housing and terminal holder each have front coupling 
sides that are abutted against the rear coupling side of the front housing in combination with all 
the other elements of the claim and the examiner knows of no permissible motivation to combine 
the prior art such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made.
